For many yvesrs he owned and operat-
ed a stage lipe between this place and
Curwensville.  When the borough was
first organized he was eleoted constable
and acting in that capacity for fifteon
years hns contributed greatly to the
effieient administration of ite laws, Mr.
Sloppy also served one year as coutty
mercantile appraiser.
